ployes, called to avert a threatened gen- 
eral strike, came to a sudden halt short- 
ly after resuming sessions here today, 
when the railroads submitted a ootmter 
proposition to the demands of the men. 


The workers have asked for an eight 
hour day, time and a half for overtime 
and the continuation 
of 
the existing 
rules calling for double compensation for 
different classes of service during the 
same working day. 


The conference adjourned until later 
in the day when the railroads will make 
reply to what is considered the ulti- 
matum of the men, declining to consider 
the railroads' proposition described as 
the "yard stick" method of compensa- 
tion. 


Tentative Offer of Compromise. 


The railroads' answer to the mei'a 
(demands was a tentative offer of com- 
promise, granting the eight hour day 
and overthne, providing the double com- 
pensation -rule Is wiped out. In othw 
words, the railroads maintain that if 
the men desire a shortened work day 
they must put in full time in whatever 
class of service they are assigned. 


The result of today's conference was 
not 
unexpected. 
"VNTien 
the sessions 
were adjourned last week to give the 
railroads an opportunity to reply to the 
one hundred and ten questions of the 
men regarding their proposition it was 
predicted by the 
brotherhood 
leaders 
that the railroads' answer would cause 
the disruption of the conference. 
The 
break came following the reading of the 
outline of the "yard stick" method by 
Elisha Lee, chairman of the railroad 
managers. 


Voices Sentiment of Men. 


A. B. Garretson, president of the Or- 
der of Railroad Conductors, voiced the 
sentiment of the men when he said in- 
reply to Mr. Lee: 


"Our proposition is not modifiable— 
it is either it or nothing. 
Our propo- 
sition's chief demand is the eight-hour 
day. The overtime is simply a penalty 
to enforce it. Our ansyer is that if the 
'yard stick' is your united offer there 
is no reason for the oontinuaju» of this 
conference." 


Chairman Lee declared that he could 
not agree with tlie brotherhood. 
Tho 
overtime he said, instead of enforcing 
the enght-hour day, would act as an in- 
centive to the men to lengthen their 
day's work. He declared the attitude of 
the men made it impossible to prooeed 
and he ordered an adjournment until the 
afternoon when he would announce, he 
said, whether the railroad will continue- 
with the conference or not.

DISKS SlURDILV 


German Women in Many Oc- 
cupations Once Monop- 
olized by Men. 


Zurich, Switzerland, June 12.—The ex- 
tent to which Germany is 
employing 
v.'omen in occupations hitherto monop- 
olized by men mav be seen from an 
official report 
just 
published 
by 
the 
women workers in the metals trades in 
the important districts of the 
Rhine- 
lands and Westphalia. 
This document 
is declared to afford the 
first 
reliable 
and complete testimony regarding this 
subject. 


Before the war there were in thestf 
districts 227 factorip.i employing alto- 
gether 10,150 women. 
On the 1st 
of 
August, 1915, there were 570 factories 
and 42,270 women employes. 
Out of 33 
factory districts there were only 
two 
ii. which no women were working. 


In factories engaged in supplying the 
needs of the armies 
the number of 
v.'omenemployes 
increased from 3,500. 
to 
28,000. 
Women 
everywhere 
are 
found performing the most severe physi- 
ciJ labors, where they must prove their 
proficiency or run the risk of terrible 
accidents. 
That they have become pro- 
ficient 
seems apparent 
from the 
fact 
that only 57 cases of women being in- 
jured at work were recorded throughout 
1915. 


Seventy-five per cent, of the womcii 
work ten hours a day or more, and their 
wages vary 
from two and a half 
to 
eighteen cents an hour. 


Most employers refuse to recognize 
the principle of 
equal pay for equal 
work. 
The ouestion was raised in 277 
factories and only 105 of the employers 
yielded and agreed to pay the women 
the same rates as the men. 
In all the 
other works the women receive from 
forty to ninety per cent, of the rate of 
pay g-iveri to the men.

of Yukon 
Territory—once 
the 
wildest, wooliest town in all the con- 
tinent of North America—probably will 
Lc added to the list of "dry" towns this 
summer. 


A referendum vote on the proposition 
will be taken late in June. 


Economists assert that every human 
race and tribe—from the laughing Hot- 
tentot in darkest 
Africa to the fur- 
clad Eskimo in 
the 
Arctic—^has 
been 
affected by the European 
war. 
But 
shades of Charley Anderson, of 
Xig- 
ger Jim, 
of 
Swiftwater 
Bill! 
wh-» 
would have thought it pos.'^iblc to make 
Dawson—a town that 
was famed for 
its gold and its alcoholic cxcitcmenté 
—a prohibition settlement? 


It is asserted by the advocates 
of 
prohibition a t Dawson—and by the way, 
there 
is 
practically 
no 
denial—that 
Dawson spends more money for liquor 
than 
it gives to aid England in the 
war. 


The appeal 
for prohibition 
is being 
made 
along patriotic 
lines, and 
the 
legislators promise to submit the ques- 
tion to a referendum early this sum- 
mer. 
Those who have canvassed 
the 
field find no opposition, not even among 
saloonkeepers, some of M-liona are even 
placing the interests o f , t h e empire be- 
fore their own. 


Of course, the old-timers heave sighs 
of regret for the old day.s—the "days 
of real sport—where sums as large as 
$10,000 could be bet on the turning of

could 
get none to eat. 


In 
those 
days 
it 
was against

'w io bring whisky into the territorj'^, 
although by an apparent anomally one 
might 
sell 
it - after getting it 
there. 
Those who couldn't bring it down the 
river in coal oil cans made a fair imi- 
tation 
of the genuine article, 
known 
locally as "hooch." 


"Nigger Jim" made and spent a for- 
turte. 
So. too, did Charley 
Anderson, 
who came to town with less than $1,000 
and was "rolled" for it the first night. 
The "rollers" slipped a deed to a min- 
ing claim on Eldorado Creek into An- 
derson's pocket as an abili. 
The claim 
produced nearly $2,000.000, but Ander- 
son spent most of it before he left the 
territory 
and when 
last 
heard 
of, a 
few 3'ears ago, was working in a saw 
mill. 
In those days a piece of pie sold 
for $2, and when the owner of the es-

The Fort Wayne Sentinel 
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Chicago and Oyster Bay. 


In selecting Hughes and Fairbanks as its presidential ticket for 
the 1916 campaign the republican national convention at Chicago 
^doubtedly picked the strongest possible combination available for 
?the honor. If there was one man in the field of nearly a dozen 
iiaspirants who towered above the common level of the presidential 
list before the delegates, it was Justice Hughes. 


It was plain from the outset that he was highest in favor of the 
delegates, though at no time before the balloting began was it ap- 
parent that the landslide to him would assume anything like the 
proportions it assumed on the third and deciding ballot of the con- 
vention. His overwhelming majority was the result of a realization 
of the fact that there was no possibility of anything like so complete 
a unification upon any, other candidate, and in the nomination of 
Mr. Hughes the convention displayed unquestioned political wisdom. 
He is today the one best hope of the republican party, and is 
altogether a commanding figure of conspicuous attainment and 
; ability. 


The nomination of Mr. Fairbanks for second place on the ticket 
was clearly the logical thing for the republicans to do in the situation 
after the selection of Mr. Hughes. Mr. Fairbanks had a determined 
and enthusiastic, if not overly large, following for the presidential 
nomination, and he is a splendid man who would have graced the 
head of the ticket. The practical certainty that Mr. Marshall will 
be the democratic vice presidential nominee assuredly actuated the 
republicans in nominating Mr. Fairbanks. It is the strongest pos- 
sible republican bid for success in the Indiana battlefield this year— 
a battlefield the importance of which is fully recognized by both 
democrats and republicans. 


But it is to Oyster Bay that one must turn to figure whether the 
Hughes-Fairbanks ticket faces certain defeat or whether it shall have 
ja fighting chance for success at the polls. 
Colonel Roosevelt is the 
/answer. 
His undismayed followers in the progressive convention 
insisted upon nominating him with John M. ParSter, of Louisiana, 
'pas the tail of the third ticket. Colonel Roosevelt had plainly mani- 
iested a chilly disposition toward Justice Hughes as a candidate, and 
it was the popular expectation that if Hughes were named by the 
»epublicans, the colonel would promptly take active command of his 
insurgents once more. Instead, he wired the progressive convention, 
declining to accept the nomination and suf&esting that the question 
of a third party action be held in abeyance until Candidate Hughes 
had made his position perfectly clear upon what Mr. Roosevelt re- 
gards as the vital issues. Mr. Hughes began that task with so much 
alacrity as to suggest that he rather suspected he might be called^ 
upon to do something of that sort. At this writing Colonel Roose- 
velt lias not indicated either approval or disapproval of Mr. Hughes' 
/•utterances, but he insists that he is ''t)ut of politics"—which, by the 
h?ray, is an extremely unusual place for Col. Roosevelt. Upon Oyster 
^ay quite as much as upon Chicago depends the future of the 
Hughes-Fairbanks ticket. 
With the support of Colonel Roosevelt 
and his followers it will be able to put up a militant fight; without 
-that support it is foredoomed to defeat.

Buqalo, 
June 
12.—Advices 
received 
at the Shrine 
national 
headquarteris 
here from the many Slurine temples of 
North America, includinjf Hawaii 
and 
the Canal Zone, are that this ye&r'«» 
imperial council session, July 11 to 13, 
will briner out more nobles of the order 
on pilgrimages than ever has happened 
before. 
George 
K. 
Staples, 
general 
chairman of arrangements, 
estimate 
between 100,000 and 200,000 visitors will 
atténd the session. 


This assemblage of great caravans 
as the Shriners in oriental phraseology 
term their touring parties, is attributed 
in a large measure to the prosperous 
condition of the country, although the 
attraction of Niagara Falls and the his- 
toric Niagara frontier and climatic con- 
ditions of the great lakes region un- 
doubtedly play their part. 
But pros- 
perity is present or the Shrine temples 
could not make the lavish outlay they 
will upon sperial^ train tours to the 
imperial council m'eetng, 
LuLu temple 
of Philadelphia will bring a mounted 
patrol of 100 
men and an immense 
mounted band. 
A Texas temple will 
bring sufficient shaggy burros to mount 
all its members. 
Calgary's temple will 
bring a bison from the hérd in its vicin- 
ity, one of the few remaining, and will 
présent it to the BuflFalo zoo. 
A Cali- 
fornia special train caravan will spend 
$150,000 on the equipment and expense 
of its trans-continental journey. 


Scores of temples plan on 
leaving 
Buffalo to tour Canada and the eastern 
states, Avhile others will make trips up 
the Great Lakes. 
In anticipation of 
the 
convention and its parade, 8,000 
members of the order, the city's streets 
have been repaired. 
The Lehigh rail- 
road will open its new $2,500,000 sta- 
tion, one of several built and planned 
in the terminal imnrovement program 
undertaken by the city and roads. 


As the result of the most comprehen- 
sive hotel bookings arrangements ever

Since the f^eat war started, in the 
hulks of 500 vessels that have been 
sent down by torpedoes and shells, there 
in another vast fortune. 


The company was organized chiefly 
through the success of Engineer George 
Stilston who raised tho submarine F-4 
in Honolulu harbor. 


He is chief engineer of the treasure 
trove company and it is believed by the 
Wall street coterie that the methods he 
apiplied to the submarine will raise 
treasure ships from almost any depth. 


In spite of the heavy sum risked ii^ 
the expedition, the backers will recover 
all they have invested with a rich divi 
dend added on the first time a treasure 
ship is'brought to the surface. 


For instance, there lies in the shift- 
ing ocean bed oft Cape Batteras, a Ward 
liner which went down some years ago. 
In her iron hull are chests of silver 
worth $200,000 and non-perishabile goods 
in ber freight holds will bring $700,000 
if they can be salvaged, it is claimed. 


But this is only one of 80O vessels 
whose position at the bottom of th«s 
sea have been already charted. 


The richest prise of all the sunken 
treasure shipe, is t^« Spanish galleon 
which sunk off Lizard Point. Cornwall, 
EngUnd, in 1784 with $85,000,000 in 
gold doubloons in her chest. 


Then there is the British frigate Hus- 
sar which four years earlier went to 
the bottom in the East river-Hi stone's 
throw from New York's moneip* mart 
There was $4,800,000 in gold in her 
hold.

their refrigerators at the proper tempera- 
ture. 
Their economical nature permits 
the Ic© to melt away until there Is little, 
if any, left ih the comi>artment. 
This is 
a big mistake, for there Is no economy in 
an empty refrigerator. The more ice j'ou 
have in it the greater the economy. It is 
the melting of the Ice wnich makes the 
refrigerator cold. 
The colder the refrig- 
erator the more slowly will the Ice melt. 


Another way to keep tne refrigerator 
cool is to open It as little as possible. 
It 
it also advantageous to keep the refrig- 
erator in a cool part of the house. 


It is difficult to say whether it is more 
important to keep tho reirigerator cool 
or keep It clean. They are both big essen- 
tials in maintaining the health of the 
family. 
Every morning the refrigerator 
should be wiped out to remove the damp- 
ness which collects on the sides and af- 
fords a splendid place for bacteria growth. 
Once a week scald the refrigerator thoroly 
with soda water. Cleanse all the corners 
and the drainpipes well. 
Fish, cheese, 
bananas, cantaloupes or any other strong- 
smelling food should be kept well covered 
If placed In the refrigerator.

DR. MASTER SPEAKS 
TO 110 GRADUATES 


Rev. H. L. Overdeer Grives 
Seriinon to the Normal 
School Class. 


Neither knowlodgo, 
nor 
wealth, nor 
"ivordly power can ever imply success if 
thev are: associated with moral failure. 
3)r."H. B. Master told the 110 graduates 
from the Fort Wayne liigli school Sun- 
day morning in the baccalaureate ser- 
mon 
which he delivered 
at the 
First 
iVesbj'terian churcli. 
He spoke on "The 
lioral 
Element 
in 
Education." 
The 
graduates marciied in a. body from the 
pigh school building to the church, wear- 
ing their caps and gx>wns. 


'•Really tliere are very few pleasures 
which involve more difficulty than the 
•writing 
of 
a sermon 
for an occasion 
,Buch as this," Rev. Master declared. "On 
the one hand there is the temptation to 
s|)eak as though you were at the end of 
a long process instead of at the com- 
riencenient of it; as though 
you had 
v.rought marvels 
in 
reaciiing a 
day 
when your high school course was com- 
pleted; as though the vporld lay before 
you eager for your conquest of it. 


"On the other hand there is the possi- 
biliU' of ignoring^the fact that any and 
every sort of work honestly and faith- 
fully performed is a real 
achievement 
and entitles the worker to commenda- 
tion aiid sincere congratulation. 
That 
i.'. it is, extremely hard to speak natur- 
ally, frankly, helpfully on baccalaureate 
h^iinday. 


"The problem is complicated because 
the subject appropriate to this day is 
puch a large one and may bo lookexi at 
from so many diiTerent angles. Think of 
tlie hundreds and 
hundreds 
of books 
which fill the library shelves and keep 
]'<'UrLng in each a steady stream from 
the press, all devoted 
to 
theories of 
teaching and the principles of 
educa- 
tion! 
The most supei-ficial p.cquaintance 
with this literature reveals the interest- 
ing fact that scarcely any two writers 
Bgree as to educational methods and in- 
deed it is not always easy to discover

iust what they mean by the word "edu- 
cation" itself. 
It is commonly supposed 
t])at controversy, and contradiction, and

^^^len you i..°ad what some of 
t!ie writers on education and education- 
al methods say of each other, and of all 
systems except their own, you come to 
feel that 
the bitterest religious argu- 
ment is mild by comparison." 


Definition of Character. 


"Dr. ^lar.ter explained that conduct is 
oharartor 
in motion. 
Tht 
glory 
of 
rhristianity not only reveals what Hod 
expects from each one by waj^ of be- 
havior but it offers a power by which 
such behavior becomes a possibility, he 
said. 


'"IVhole-heartedly receive Jesus Oirist 
as your friend and Savior and His gifts 
will be peace, a poLse, a power which 
you can seaire n0T\'here else," he con- 
tinued. 


"I am not thinking of the exceptional 
few; of the great mystics and spiritual 
giants whom Christianity has inspired, 
but rather of that chuntless multitude 
whose hearts have hungered and thirst- 
ed after rigliteousness and who, having 
tiied many other ways, found that only 
the way of Jesus brought to them their 
heart's desire. 


"This then is why T believe in an edu- 
cation which is vital; which recognizes 
that 
life's problems are chiefly moral 
and spiritual and therefore makes every 
form of instruction whatsoever a ve- 
hicle for the conveyance of moral and 
spiritual 
truth; 
Avhich 
teaches 
the 
scholar how to connect truth with life; 
how to equate knowledge in terms of 
life. For what doth the Lord require of 
thee, 0 man, but to do justly, to love 
mercy and to walk humbly before thy 
God? 


"One of the treasures of Florence is 
Giotto's tower. 
Because if its 
beauty 
and symmetry it has been the joy of 
the Florentines for centuries. 
The sum- 
mit of the tower is reached bj' a long 
flight of steps, broken at regular inter- 
vals by platforms where those who are 
making the ascent may rest before con- 
tinuing the climb. 
Near each of these 
platforms is an arched opening through 
which you may look out over the goodly 
city which lies beneath.

To Normal School Graduates.

cents! 


So says the United States bureau of 
labor statistics in an analysis of the 
purchasing power of a dollar covering 
the years from 1890 to date. 


In 1890, for instance, 
the - thrifty 
housewife could get 81-10 pounds of 
round steak for her dollar, or one pound 
for about 12 cents. By the end of 1915, 
however, her dollar 
would 
buy le-ss 
than 4 1-2 pounds of round steak, which 
had "gone up'' to more than 22 cents 
a pound. 


It is the same 
with 
sirloin, 
rib 
roast, pork chops, smoked bacon, hatn, 
lard, chickens, eggs, butter, milk, flour, 
cornmeal and Irish potatoes. Some have 
not advanced so sharply in price, but 
all show a decided increase. 


Back in 1890 a dollar would buy 9,3 
pounds of pork chops; by the end of 
1915, the same dollar would buy only 
5.4 
pounds. 
In 
1890 8 pounds 
of 
smoked bacon could be had for a dollnr; 
by 1915, the dollar would secure only 
3,6 pounds.

JUDGE 10 DECIDE 
WHEIJU CIGim? 


Peculiar Question Comes 
Before Court at Hart- 
ford, Conn. 


Hartford, Conn., June 12.—Judge Ed- 
win S. Thomas, of the United 
States 
court, has an interesting question to 
consider in the case 
of the 
United 
States against "100 little cigars," ! 
called. 
The question is whetljer the 
so-called "little cigars" are cigars or 
cigarettes, for the purpose of a tax to 
the internal revenue department. 


The Tobacco Production company, lo- 
cated in New 
Milford, manufactured 
th 
so-called 'little cigars," and claims, 
for the purposes of the tax to the gov- 
ernment, that thev are an all-tobacco 
production, and are liable to a tax of 
75 cents per 1,000. 
The claim of the 
government, 
however, 
is 
that 
the 
"hmokes" made by the Tobacco Pro- 
duction' company come under the classi- 
fication of cigarettes, and that the tax 
on them ,should be $1.05 per 1,000 in- 
stead of 75 cents, as the manufacturers 
claim. 


The whole question hinges on the 
classification that is given to the wrap- 
per. 
The manufacturer takes the to- 
bacco and subjects it to a sweating 
and steaming process, and, after the 
juice is extracted from the tobaccQ and 
dra^iii off, the substance that remains 
is - ^ t into a beater machine, and then 
it follows a part of the process that is 
used in making paper, and finally from 
the machinery is produced a nice leaf 
that is used as a wrapper on the "little 
cigars," so called. 
The question for 
Jiidge Thomas to decide is whether the 
"smokes" 
are 
little 
cigars or cigar- 
ettes.

March five 3'ears ago—1912—and all 15 
of the articles of food included at that 
time were higher this year than five 
years ago, with one 
exception—pota- 
toes.

March a year fj^go 18 articles, including 
all meats, show an increase, live artic'ei- 
retained the same average price, and 
three articles only show a decrease; 
these latter being wheat flour, cornnif-al 
and prunes. 


Taking the 25 articles now includtd 
in the bureau's tabulations, the price 
of food advanced a little more than P 
per 
cent, between 
March, 
1015, and 
March, 1916; and on March 15, 1916, 
the average price was 5 per cent, ab.ove 
the average for the year 1915.

Invention by German is the 
Outcome of Study Dur- 
ing Present War. 


Munich. June 12.—One of the 
many 
remarkable 
artificial 
hands 
invented 
during the course of the war is one 
just 
perfected by a mechanic 
named ^ 
Will, Avho claims to have solved the 
problem of creating fingers which can 
be moved independently of one another* 
and which will grasp an object as does 
tbe human hand. 


The fingers of this artificial hand are 
made of slender pieces of steel, three to 
a finger, connecterf", and attached 
by 
tiny hinges to the metal constituting 
the palm. 
By a system of fine wires 
running to the elbow or the shoulder 
the 
fingers 
can. it is claimed, 
bo 
crooked to any desired degree so as to 
supply the power to grasp. A twist of 
the arm releases 
the 
grasp of the 
fingers on the objects they hold. 


Will's invention was made possible, it 
is declared, by the German museum of 
Munich, one of the world's famous tech- 
nical -institutions. 
Will conceived the 
idea of the hand and laid it before the 
museum authorities, who then placed 
at his disposal the necessary means and 
assistance to perfect it. Now that it is 
completed the museum has given the 
details to the larger scientific magazines 
of Germany, and offers to equip free 
of cost anywhere sliops or laboratories 
for niantifacturing the hand on a larger 
scale. 
The faith of the museum au- 
thorities in the invention is considered 
by many persons as proof of its prac- 
ticability.

soldier killed on the French side in

geot was a school-teacher and wa« 
not quite 21 years old. 
He was shot by a Ger- 
man offlcer at the head of a cavalry patrol, and 
while mortally wounded the corporal shot the 
officer dead on his horse. 


At 4 p. m., Saturday, August 1, 1914, mobili- 
zation of the French army was decreed, but to 
avoid 
giving 
Germany 
pretext 
for 
declaring 
war, all French troops along the frontier were 
ordered to retire to a distance of ten kllome* 
ters back from it. 


The following day, Sunday, August 2, Corj». 
Puegeot with four men, was at the little village 
of Joncherez when, about 10 a. m., he heard a 
girl's voice cry out, "The Prussians! 
Here are 
the Prussians." 
Starting up. he saw four Ger- 
man cavalrymen with an officer at their head 
riding through a lane between two wheat 
fields.

Zurich, Switzerland, Jv.no 12.—The ex 


tent to which Germany is emploj-ing 
women in occupations hitherto monop- 
olized by men may be seen from an 
official report just published by the 
women workers in the metals trades in 
the important districts of the Rhine- 
lands and Westphalia. 
This document 


is declared to afford the first reliable 
and complete testimony regarding this 
subject. 


Before the war there were in thesis 


districts 227 factories employing alto- 
gether 10.150 women. On the 1st of 
August, 1015, there were 570 factories 
and 42,270 women employes. Out of 33 
factory districts there were only two 
ii_ which no women were working. 


In factories engaged in supplying the 


needs of the armies 
the number of 


women employes increased 
from 3.500 


to 
28,000. 
Women 
everywhere 
are 


found performing the most severe physi- 
cs.1 labors, where they must prove their 
proficiency or run the risk of terrible 
accidents. That they have become pro- 
ficient seems apparent from the fact 
that only 57 cases of women being in- 
jured at work were recorded throughout 
1015.

HIS sounds like useless advice, for 
when the word refrigerator Is men- 
tioned, one usually thin);* of cool- 


But lie thut as it may, 
there are many people who do not keep 
their refrigerators at the proper tempera- 
ture. Their economical nature permits 
the lc* to melt away until there is little, 
if any, left In the compartment. -This is 
a big mistake, for there la no economy in 
an empty refrigerator. The more Ice you 
have In It the greater the economy. It Is 
the meltihs of the Ice wnich makes the 
refrigerator cold. The colder the refrig- 
erator the more slowly will the Ice melt. 


Another way to keep tne refrigerator 


cool Is to open It as little us possible. It 
it also advantageous to keep .tho refrig- 
erator In a cool part of the house. 


It is difficult to say whether it Is more 


Important to ke*p the rerrigerator cool 
or keep It clean. They are both big essen- 
tials In maintaining tho health of the 
family. Ever}' morning the refrigerator 
should be wiped out to remove the damp- 
ness which collects on the sides and af- 
fords a. splendid place for bacteria growth. 
Onco a week scald the refrigerator thoroly 
with soda water. Cleanse all the corners 
and the drainpipes well. 
Fish, cheese, 


banajias, cs.ntaloupes or any other strong- 
smelling food should be kept well covered 
if placed In the refrigerator.

DR. MASTER SPEAKS 


TO 110 GRADUATES 


Rev. 
H. L. Overdeer Gives 


Sermon to the Normal 


School Class. 


Neither knowledge, nor wealth, nor 


vordly power can ever imply success if 
thev are associated with moral failure. 
.Dr.'H. B. Master told the 110 graduates 
'from the Fort Wayne high school Sun- 
day morning in the baccalaureate ser- 
nion which he delivered at the First 
Presbyterian church. He spoke on "The 
Sloral 
Element • in 
Education." 
The 


graduates inarched in a body from the 
nigh school building to the church, wear- 
ing their caps and gowns. 


"Really there are very few pleasures 


/which involve more difficulty than tht 
,'V'riting of a sermon for an occasion 
jBuch as. this." Rev. Master declared. "On 
;tlie one hand there is the temptation to 
'speak as though you wero at the cr.d of 
a long process instead of at the com- 
mencement of it; as though you had 
•wrought marvels 
in 
reaching a day 


when your high school course was com 
pleted; as though tho world lay before 
you eager for your conquest of it. 


"On the other hand there is the possi- 


bility of ignoring the fact that any and 
every sort of work honestly and faith- 
fully performed is a real achievement 
and" entitles the worker to commenda- 
tion and sincere congratulation. 
That 


is. it is, extremely hard to speak natur- 
ally, .frankly, helpfully on baccalaureate 
Sunday. 


''The problem is complicated because 


the subject a-ppropriate to this day is 
such a largo one and may be looked at 
from so many different angles. Think of 
the hundreds and, hundreds 
of books 


which fill the library shelves and keep 
pouring in such a steady stream from 
tho press, all devoted 
to 
theories of 


teaching and the principles of educa- 
tion! The most superficial acquaintance 
with this literature reveals the interest- 
ing fact that scarcely any two writers 
ngrce as to educational methods and in- 
deed it is not alwavs easv to discover 


hist what thej~ mean by the word "edu- 
cation1' itself. It is commonly supposed 
that controversy, and contradiction, and 
confusion of ideas are necessary accom- 
paniments of political and theological 
debate. 
When you read what some of 


the writers on education and education- 
al methods say of each other, and of all 
systems except their own, you come to 
feel that the bitterest religious argu- 
nuint is mild by comparison." 


Definition of Character. 


Dr. Master explained that conduct is 


character in motion. The 
glory 
of 


Christianity not only reveals what God 
expects from each one by way of be- 
havior but it offers a power by which 
si'cli behavior becomes a. possibility, he 
said. 


"Whole-heartedly receive Jesus Christ' 


as your'friend and Savior and His gifts 
will be peace, a poise, a power which 
you can secure nowhere else," he con- 
tinued. 
- 
• 


"I am not thinking of the exceptional 


few; 
of the great mystics and spiritual 


giants whom Christianity has inspired, 
but rather of that countless multitude 
whose nearts have hungered and thirst- 
ed after righteousness and who. having 
tried many other ways, found that only 
the way of Jesus brought to them their 
heart's desire. 


"This then is why I believe in an edu- 


cation which is vital; which recognizes 
that life's problems are chiefly moral 
and spiritual and therefore makes every 
form of instruction whatsoever a ve- 
hicle for tho conveyance of moral and 
spiritual truth; 
which teaches 
the 


scholar how to connect truth with life; 
how to equate knowledge in terms of 
life. For what doth the Lord require of 
thee, 0 man, butvto do justly, to love 
mercy and to walk humbly before thy 
God? 


"One 
of the treasures of Florence is 


Giotto's tower. Because if its beauty 
and symmetry it has been tho joy of 
the Florentines for centuries. The sum- 
mit of the tower is reached by a long 
flight of steps, broken at regular inter- 
vals by platforms where those who are 
making the ascent may rest before con- 
tinuing the climb. Near each of these 
platforms is an arched opening through 
which you may look out over the goodly 
city which lies beneath. Life ought to 
bo like Giotto's tower; full of strength 
and beauty: the summit reached bv a 
steady upward climb, with here and 
tl'ere an opportunity to rest for a little 
—to look back over what has. been ac- 
complished: to look forward and dream 
of what is still to be done. 


"Resting here for a. moment this 


morning, may your vision of the future 
!e very bright and fair. May God bless 
each and everyone of you and help you 
;o make the dream a reality!"
